1/02/08  Matters  arising  from  the  Notes 

6/9/07  Conference:-  the  papers  have  been  widely  circulated  to  local  libraries,  secondary 
schools  and  organisations. 

Problems  in  hearing  the  speakers  were  experienced  by  some  delegates.  Discussion  took 
place  regarding  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  system  but  it  was  agreed  that  the  occasions  on  which  it 
would  be  used  did  nor  merit  the  expenditure  however  an  effective  system  should  be  hired  for 
future  conferences.

2/02/08  Treasurer's  Report 

The  accounts  for  1st  January  to  21st  February  were  tabled.  The  balance  stands  at  £17818.02 
Membership  fees  are  still  coming  in. 

Richard  then  tabled  the  final  account  for  the  Conference.  The  grant  was  £905  and  the  actual 
costs  were  £712.65  with  a  further  £134  for  preparation  of  conference  papers  and  £44.08  on 
postage  and  telephone  calls.  The  account  will  be  sent  to  Awards  for  All. 

3/02/08  Field  Work  /  Research 

Martin  R  advised  that  a  number  of  people  had  visited  the  website  to  view  the  report  of  the 
Geophysical  Surveys  of  the  Druidical  Judgement  Seat  and  that  he  had  been  contacted  by 
Steve  Bulman  who  has  offered  to  take  aerial  photographs  of  the  site.. 

The  committee  agreed  that  the  group  should  proceed  with  this  project  but  in  view  of  what 
had  happened  at  Kirland,  it  was  agreed  that  Martin  R  would  ask  the  Golf  Club  for 
permission  to  excavate,  and  if  given,  would  then  prepare  a  protocol. 

Harry  agreed  to  approach  the  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Antiquarian  and  Archaeology 
Society  for  an  application  for  funding. 

Martin  felt  that  there  would  be  value  in  further  geophysical  studies  in  the  surrounding 
area  and  that  further  instruction  may  be  possible  if  funding  is  available.

committee.  Three  options  were  suggested  and  Martin  J  advised  that  we  should  start  with  the 
basic  package  and  increase  as  required.

Martin  R  agreed  to  set  up  a  meeting  at  Nenthead  for  us  to 
discus  the  venture.  Richard  will  contact  Sally  Orwell  for  possible  funding.
